Mad* Wager with Clergyman Baaed on 
Expectation of Napoleons Death 
and 
Finally 
Wae 
Released 
From It by a Jury. 


“ One of the most curious beta I 
ever beard of was made in England a 
hundred years ago,” said Angus Mc­ 
Gregor, an attorney 
of 
Edinburgh, 
Scotland, at the Belvedere. 
"The wager was between a knight, 
who was also 
a member of parlia­ 
ment, and a clergyman, for in that 
day It wi g not considered scandalous 
for dom ines to put up their money 
on sporting propositions. 
It is but 
fair to the preacher, however, to say 
that the o'.:.cr man did the banter­ 
ing, arid this was the knight's singu­ 
lar offer: That lf anyone of a crowd 
present 
von Id 
put 
up 
IOO guineas 
(something over $500) he would give 
to such person one guinea a day dur­ 
ing the remainder of the lifetime of 
Napoleon Bonaparte. 
"In making such an extraordinary 
offer he evidently thought the great 
Corsican bad but a few days to livs. 
Before the others in 
the 
company 
could recover rrom the shock of the 
stran ge proposal, the clergyman shout­ 
ed out that he would accept the terms 
and then and there the wager or deal 
w as consummated, there being wit­ 
nesses to the act of the minister in 
putting IOO guineas into the challen­ 
ge r’s hands. 
“ A splendid bet it was for the rev­ 
erend gentleman, but a miserably poor 
one for the other, who had to surren­ 
der a guinea every day and this be 
continued to do for the better part of 
three years. 
Along toward the close 
of 1814 the knight wearied of hit los­ 
ing game. As you American say, be 
began to have cold feet. 
At first be 
tried to beg off. but the parson would 
not listen to hts entreaties. 
A bet 
w as a bet he contended, and the fact 
that he was ahead to the tune of some 
POO guineas made him not in the least 
compassionate.

"In the first plsce,” said the law­ 
yer, his client had not in the begin 
nine made the bet seriously; it was a 
■ort of Jocular proposal, but once be­ 
ing made the proponent was too game 
to back out

trary to public policy to give legal 
sanction to such a bet.

A sliding stroke was adopted by Eng 
Hah oarsmen long 
before 
movable 
seats, but upon what the Americans 
called the "buckskin and butter" plan. 
Newcastle scullers used to slide on a

free use of grease or soap, their row­ 
ing troupers being strapped at the seat 
with wash leather. 
This device was 
Introduced to the Tham es by Hubert 
Chambers when he sculled a match

Harry Kelly in 1865,

In 1871 the Tyne crew, who had
